England. 

LONDON,  May  ir. 
Ycfterday  we  received  French  Journals  of 
the  12th  and  13th  ind.  It  appears  from  thefe, 
that  the  decree  propofed  to  elect  Bonaparte 
Chief  Conful  for  life,  had  been  readily  adopt- 
ed by  the  councils,  and  means  were  taken 
to  obtain  the  fenfe  of  the  people  upon  it, 
which  there  can  be  little  doubt  will  be  equal- 
ly favorable  to  the  ambitious  willies  of  the 
Chief  Conful.  As  we  remarked  cn  Saturday, 
but  one  ftep  more,  remains  to  be  taken,  which 
is  to  fettle  a  new  Denafty  in  t'.e  family  of 
Bonaparte.  The  re-eftablifhmcnt  of  the  Ca- 
tholic religion,  or  at  leaft  the  manner  in  which 
it  has  been  re-eftablUhed,  feeina  to  have  occa- 
lioned  a  great  dec  ree  cf  difrontent.  The  J  a- 
cobins are  ftrongly  averfe  to  the  meifurcs,  and 
the  Catholics  diflike  the  encroachments 
which  have  been  made  on  the  ancient  power 
of  the  Pope. — Thefe  difcontents  begin  alrea- 
dy to  (hew  themfehes— It  is  dated  in  feme 
private  letters,  that  an  attempt  was  made  a 
few  days  ago  on  the  life  of  the  Fird  Conful, 
white,  he  attended  the  parade  ;  and  feveral 
of  the  generals,  who  have  exprefTed  themfelve* 
too  freely  with  refpedt  to  the  growing  ambiti- 
on of  Bonaparte,  have  been  ordered  to  rcfide 
a  conliderable  diftance  from  Paris.  The 
Chief  Conful,  for  the  further  fecurity  of  hit 
perfon,  means  to  create  a  new  corps  to  be 
called  the  facred  legion,  compofed  of  picked 
and  dillinguillied  men.  All  the  private  ad 
counts  from  the  French  capital  certainly  con- 
cur in  ftating,  that  a  ftorm  is  gathering, 
which  mull  perhaps  very  fpeedily  borft.

The  counfellors  of  ftatc,  Brouix,  DclTolIej 
and  Dupois,  were  introduced. 

Bruix  mounted  the  Tribune.  "  We  are  go- 
ing," laid  he,  "  again  to  take  pofTcffion  of  fe- 
veral of  our  colonies:  It  is  of  the  firft  mo- 
ment that  we  (hould  remove  the  fears  of  the 
planters.' 

"It  is  known  to  you  in  what  manner  the 
illusions  of  liberty  and  equality  have  been  pro- 
pagated in  thofe  remote  countries,  where  the 
ilriking  difference  between  the  civilized  and 
uncivilized  man,  the  difference  of  climate,  co- 
lours and  habits,  and  principally  the  fecurity 
of  European  families,  imperioufly  required 
a  great  inequality  in  the  civil  and  political 
date  of  individuals. 

"  It  is  alfo  known  what  has  been  the  fatal 
confequence  of  thefe  innovations,  fo  eagerly 
purfued  by  zealots,  mod  of  whom  were,  doubt- 
lefs,  actuated  by  the  honorable  intention  of 
promoting  the  caufe  of  humanity,  and  whoj 
while  endeavoring  to  render  the  inhabitants 
of  the  colonies  indifcriminatcly  equal  in  rights, 
have  only  rendered  them  equally  unhappy. 

Slavery,  then,"  added  the  orator,  "  muft  be 
maintained  in  fuch  of  our  colonies,  as  have 
condantly  fiourilhed  under  that  regime,  in  o- 
thers,  let  ushaden  to  fubftitute  for  delusive  and 
sedut'tng  theories,  an  healing  fyftem,  the  com- 
bination of  which  mud  be  adapted  to  circum- 
dances,  variant  cf  themfelves,  and  confided  to 
the  wifdom  of  the  government."

We  Gncerely  pray  for  the  happinefs 
of  the  French  people,  but  we  believe  that  e- 
very  prefent  appearance  of  fecurity  is  hollow, 
and  that  the  palliatives  of  llavery,  however 
they  may  gild,  will  not  render  lefa  odious  and 
oppreflivc  the  chains  which  it  bears.  Be  this 
as  it  may,  we  believe  it  our  duty,  and  that  of 
every  fn  e.  prefs  in  this  country,  to  hold  up  to 
abhorrence  an  act,  which  by  th<-  union  of  force 
&  ftratagem,  fub verts  every  vefta  ;e  of  freedom 
in  a  nation  once  enlightened,  and  dill  valiant.
